In Naponee, another school has 
opened, under the direction of Rosemary 
Hunter, and throughout the week, in 
a.tiny studio above Wallace's Drug 
Store, a group of young, and not so 
young dancers have begun to learn to

Rosemary Hunter is from a theatrical 
family, and has herself been dancing 
since she wos only four, and is now 
herself teaching dance to children as 
young as 5.

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Totally Deaf. What’s it like?

Note: Flora Clork, the author of 

this orticle, has been profoundly deaf 
since the oge of six. She attended the 
Belleville School for the Deof, ond 
Golloudet College, the only libercl 
arts college for the deaf in the world, 
ond presently workd 

and presently works at the University 
of Toronto library. 

An outspoken leader of the deof 

community in Toronto, she is active 

in several deaf organizctions such as the 
the Ontario Association of the Deof, 
and o member of the executive comm- 
ittee of the board of directors of the 
Canadian Hearing Society. 


What is it like to be totally deaf? 
Well, it is a very quiet life, of course. 
You don't hear anything. It may be 


a blessing to be able to sleep through 
a dripping tap, but it costs when the 
water bill comes in. 

It may be a blessing not to hear a 
police siren or an ambulance siren, which 
opporently are noticeable noises, but 
its not much fun to almost be knocked 
down by a police cruiser or an am- 
‘bulance when crossing the street with 

the light. 

A totally deaf person soon learns 
to use his or her eyes a great deal more 
You 
notice the status of the traffic before 


than on ordinary person would. 


crossing the street or learn to regret the 
ommission. Very few totally deaf peo- 
ple ore knocked down. Not just 
because there ore fewer of them , but 
because they watch more carefully 

Os co matter of course. 

To one who becomes totally deaf, 
after having heor, life can be a bit 
of c horror at first. There is no room 
for this nonsense about fitting into a 
hearing world, You don't becouse you 
con't. If you're bright, you keep up, 
but always on the edges. 

Life becomes a matter of choosing 
friends you can lip-read, provided you 
are able to lip read, or depending 
on pencil and paper with hearing people 
and sign-language with other deaf

Let us explain the major inconveniences 


Hearing aids: they are a help for those 
who have enough hearing to be helped 
or aided. A totally deaf person does not 
have this much hearing. A totally 

deaf person has no hearing at all. 

No hearing at all. Such a state of 
affairs is difficult to accept. There 

are some professional people working 
with hearing problems who have worked 
more than 25 years in the field and still 


cannot grasp the fact. They advocate 


“more powerful hearing aids" which 
is nonsense. A hearing aid is no aid 
for the totally deaf. 

"You should take lip-reading lessons 
One begins lip reading lessons almost 
ast soon as the deafness is discovered, 
provided there is a facility for such 
lessons anywhere near. 

Regular lip-reading lessons are a 
good idea, if you want to practise 
words commonly used in society 
But, it depends on the sort of adult 
society you find yourself in. If one 
is cursed with o bunch of archie bunkers 
in daily life, one is far better off 
totally deof. Really, it is a mistake 
to think that " all deaf should be 
able to lip-read..." All deaf do not 
lip read for the same reason that hearing 
people do not want to be or just cannot be 
bilinguol or trilingual. One must have 
the ability and the encouragement. 


From the view point of the totally 
deaf person, who depends upon lip-reading 
without any input from sound, the average 
speaker, speaking at the usual speed, usi 
using common jargon is quite unlip-read 
oble.

with regard to provincial funding in 
those areas. 

"The Children's Aid Society in 
Kingston for example, has had to re- 
duce its expenditure for food from $3 to 
S2 per day for each of their children. In 
our riding we will doubtless not tare 
much better, although the Coalition 
Against Cutbacks informs me they ore 
hoving difficulty getting this information 
from our local Children's Aid Societies," 
Miss Nicol said. 

"This riding association, and the NDP 
throughout Ontario are not merely crit- 
icizing," she said. " We agree thot 
there must be restraints and our research 
department has been pouring over minis- 
terial budgets to find out where the real 
waste occurs.

County cuts Deseronto assessment 


Deseronto Town Council was told 
on Monday night that the Hastings 
County Levy hod been substantially 
reduced since last year, and that 
although the Hastings County Board 
of Education levy has increased, 
the town will be making a total 
payment to the County level, of 
$7,491 less that last year. 

This year, the County levy is 
$21,229 less than in 1975, because 
of a 1975 surplus. On the county 
level, the town was assessed $18,205 
this year, and for roads, $18,494. 

According to the County By-law, 
there was on adjustment of $6,585.92, 
bringing the total payment to the 
County government to $30,113.08. 

On the education front however, 
the rates have increased by $14,294. 
Deseronto has been assessed $46,816, 

-for elementary schools, and $43,769 
for secondary schools, o total payment 
of $90,585. 

Clerk-Treasurer Sam Knopp said 
that the figures were subject to oppeol, 

ond could possibly be altered before 
the final budget for the town has 
been struck. 

Council expressed pleasure that 

the County Council had been able 
to reduce the pressure on the munici- 
pality so much, but Reeve George 
Lyons had some horsh words for the 
Board of Education. 

"The government gave everyone 
foir warning that the budget was 
going to be cut back, and that we 
should live within our beans; but the 
school board didn't. So we in the 
town have to do without. They, (the 
Board of Education) always come first," 
Reeve Lyons said. 

He said that he believed"the frills" 
could be cut away,"so the costs would- 
n't go up so high. | learned to swim 
in cold creek, but nowadays they bus 
them." 

Mayor Peter Dickinson explained 


to Council and Reeve Lyons that the 
Programs of “outdoor education" were 
not funded from local levies, but by 


grants from the province. “Many 
of the Boards believed they could make 
money by taking advantage of grants 


offered, and they did too," the Mayor 
said. 

"I have to blame the government 
at the top," Reeve Lyons replied," and 
believe me | will be telling that to 
Premier Davis next week when I see 
him." 


By-law ready in June 


Niall Carney, Planner for Hastings 
County said on Tuesday that the Zon- 
ing by-law for the town of Deseronto 
should be available by the middle of 
the summer. He said that at the 
moment the by-law is being modified 
by the planning consultants. 

For Harold Unger, of Deseronto, 
it seems that the new zoning by-law 
will be the chief source of relief, from 
what he described os a commercial 
use of land ajoining his property in 
Deseronto. 

Mr. Unger appeared before the 
Deseronto Town Council to complain 
thot a lot which he had sold specifically 
for residential purposes, had been 
re-sold and was now being used as 
9 parking-storage lot for large trans- 
port trucks, which refuelled there, 
and also as a storage fot for derelict 
vehicles. 

He told council that he had put down 
sod, before he sold the lot, and that 
the deed had specified that the lot 
be used for residential purposes. When 
the lot wos re-sold, the deed still 
specified residential use. 

"Parking those big trucks, and 
wrecked cars is not residential, its 
commercial, and that property is 
taxed as residential," Mr. Unger 
maintoned. 

Clerk-Treasurer Sam Knapp replied 
that he felt unless a building were 
erected on the lot the town could 
not prevent the activities now being 


carried out, but did agree that the 
derelict vehicles could be removed. 
By-law number 1549-1557 states 
that "No land shall be used for the 
storage of wrecked, discarded, inop- 
erative or partly dismantled motor veh- 
icles or parts of motor vehicles for more 
than 48 hours. Constables may inspect 
the use of any land and upon discovery 
of any vehicle or parts may cause it 
to be removed. The owner of the 
land is responsible, not the owner of 
the vehicle." 


Mr. Unger said that recently fumes 
from diesel trucks refuelling on the 
lot in question, had blown across and 
soiled laundry hanging on his clothes 
line. In addition he complained that 
the large trucks cut across his driveway 
damaging his lawn. 

Mayor Peter Dickinson said that while 
while the town would act within the 
present by-law to help solve the problem 
he said the best solution would be to 
make sure the new by-law designoted 
the lot os residential, thus preventing 
the disturbing activities. 


Mr. Carney said that wher the new 
by-law is received in the moi Sy Mr. 
Unger, he should check the desig- 
nation of the land. If he finds it 
is not designated as residential, he 
may. moke an objection , and the 
Ontario Municipal Board will hold 
a hearing into the matter. 


Two to ride 
to Calgary 


Westward-Ho, is the cry for Steve 
Morris-Brant, 16, and Peter Haywood, 
who will be leaving Deseronto 
also 16, who will be leaving Deseronto 
in a few days to embark on a horseback 
journey of nearly 3,000 miles. 

The two are planning to ride a pair 
of horses to Calgary, a trip which they 
anticipate will take ot least 3 months. 

The trip is based ypon a very prac- 
tical reason, " | can't afford to get 
my horses out west any other way," 
Steve said," and I'm going to be need- 
ing them." 

Once in Calgary, he will be app- 
lying for some crown land in the Peace 
River country of Alberta, where he 
is planning to homestead, and start 
a horse ranch. Peter, a lifelong friend 
from Burlington is going along as a 
partner. Crown land is available to 
anyone who can satisfy a board of 
review that they genuinely intend to 
use the tand, and are dedicated to 
clearing bush, and actually working 
the property they obtdin. 

Provided that an individual can clear 
at least 10 acres of land each year and 
erect a habitable dwelling, it can be 
purchased for very little. 

The two youths plan to follow the 
Trans-Canada Highway, more or less, 
at least to travel a route which is par- 
allel to the highway. They will be 
hunting for their own food along the 
route, and have permission from the 
Ontario Provincial Police to take a rif- 
le along for the purpose . 

As for the horses, some food will be 
taken along," they'll have to graze, 
and if we need it, we'll get hay from 
farmers we meet along they way," said 
Steve. 

Later, when they cross into Alberta 
they will have to get in touch with the 
RCMP, who police the rest of the pro- 
vinces. 

In preparation for the trip, both have 
been riding at least six hours each day, 
and admit that at the moment they are 
suffering from sore muscles. 

"A lot of people don't believe we 
will be able to make it," said Steve, 
"and they don't think the horses will 
be able to take it, but we're going to 
toke it easy, no rushing, and we think 
it can be done."

A lot of my constituents ask me 
about the specific Proposals for 
Carrying out our restraint Program 
and for ottempting to bring inflation 
Under some reasonable degree of 
control.

Per- 
sonally, a cutback would less money 
for any particular ministry than was 
available last yeor. Thot simply 
is not the cose. In most cases there 
is o limited increase. 

If your government did not restrain 
public spending, then the rate of 
double digit inflation would con- 
tinue as before. And that is a frigh- 
tening prospect which nobody wants.

Clean up is April 23, 24 


CleGn-up week is upon us, and 
the town's work crew will be making 
special garbage collections Friday, 
April 23, and Saturday April 24. 

Deseronto Town Council was told 
by Councillor Fletcher Vick , that the 
crew would operate in the west end of 
town on April 23, then from Mill 
Street east, on April 24. "Now is the 
time for residents to clean up the odds 
and ends of junk and refuse, and have 
it collected," Councillor Vick said. 

Those residents who do not take 
advantage will have to moke their own 
arrangements for disposal of large items 
or refuse. Town by-law, No. 28-70 
states that "where on any ground, yard 
or vacant lot there is refuse garbage or 
junk, the owner or tenant shall remove 
some." 

For Deseronto residents, it may not 
just be a matter to taking rubbish to the 
Deseronto Dump. Councillor Vick 
has cautioned council several times 
thot the dump is under close scrutiny 
by the Ministry of the Environment, 
ond thot the Ministry has enforced 
strict regulations about ground cover. 

Councillor Vick said that there wos 
only a limited supply of soil which cou 
could be used to cover refuse. 

He questioned the economics of 
continuing to operate the dump, 
which he said was at present costing 
the town$1,500 per year. Last year 
it cost the town $600 to replace tires 
on the backhoe, damaged by shorp 
objects on the site. The dump is open 
only on Saturday. 


Council also discussed who was us- 
ing the dump, some council members 
suggesting that out of town residents 
were unlawfully using the dump, add- 
ing to the problems. Councillor Vick 
said however, that a recent check of 
vehicles arriving at the site, proved 
that few were not from the town. 

Percy Brooks, a former councillor 
attended the Monday Council meeting 
last week, and challenged the actions 
of the Ministry in enforcing regulations 
"Why are they crowding us out? " he 
asked. "We have spent a lot of money 
on that dump." Mr. Brooks added thot 
he did not feel other sites were subject 
to the same strict controls. 


Clarke Rollins may have no com- 
petition in his bid to gain the nom- 
inotion as the Progressive Conservo- 
tive Candidate for Hastings Peter- 
borough in the next provincial ele~ 
ction. 

Mr. Rollins had considered retir- 
ing from provincial politics, making 
the current term his lost. However 
he onnounced early this year that he 
would indeed seek the nomination 
and run for another term. 

So far, no other candidates have 
come forward for the nomination 
which will be made tonight, April 
21, at the Madoc highschool. 

Premier William Davis will be the 
keynote speaker for the meeting 
tonight. 


Shannonville 
agreement near 


An open meeting was held last 
week to discuss the future of portions 
of Shannonville, and Chief William 

J. Brant, of the Tyendinaga Reserve 
said that a settlement would soon 
be made. 

Part of the village has encroached 
on land rightfully belonging to the 
reserve, and for years, aécording to 
a treaty agreement was leased to 
a milling company, through the 
Federal government. 

The milling company then sub-let 
portions of the original plot, on which 
other buildings have been erected. 

The original lease is now owned by 
Virga Foods. This has led to the peculiar 
state of affairs in which neither those 
occupying the land, nor the rightful 
owners, the Mohawks really have control 
of the land. 

Virga Foods cannot qualify for any 
government assistance, or make major 
improvements to the plant, since it 
does not own the land. 

The original lease, which called for 
the payment of 30 barrels of good mer- 
chantable flour each year to the Mohawks 
is still extant, but in 1971 the payment 
was refused and a new agreement was 
ought. 

Chief Brant said that the Band would 
be willing to exchange the village 
land for another parcel, farmland has 
been suggested by Federal Officials pro- 
vided that some other compensatians be 
included. 

"It wouldn't be equitable to trade 
commercial and industrial land for farm- 
land on an acre for acre basis," he said.

Planting your 


Bright spring weather is the call 
of the wild for home gardeners, and 
according to an Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food Horticulturist, 
its time to start thinking about plant- 
ing early vegetables ond starting 
transplants . 

"Just os soon as the frost is out of 
the ground and the soil is dry enough 
to prepare, the cool weather vegetc- 
bles can be plonted,™ said R.A. Flem- 
ing. "Radishes, which will germinate 
ond grow, even in quite cool weather 
Gre c good indicator crop. Lettuce, 
Carrots spinach ond garden peas can 
cll be sown as soon as the ground can 
be prepored.” 

He suggests that before seeding, o 
light cpplication of a fertilizer, high 
in phosphorous will help the seedlings 
growth. With transplants such os 
cabbage and cauliflower, he recommer 
mends sidedressing with o good 
fertilizer to encouroge new drowth. 

Mr. Fleming cautions gardeners 
about being overanxious when it 
it comes to starting their tomato and 
pepper transplants. In worm, heated 
homes with poor light conditions, 


garden 


your favorite vorieties. By the time 
the seedlings are ready to transplant 
to flats or individual pots, the warm da 
days of May will permit the young 
plants to be set in a bright, well 
ventilated area during the day." 

Transplants grown this way will 
not be large, but they will be stocky, 
healthy plants ready to be planted 
outdoors at the end of May or early 
June."

The Provincial Police were called 
in to search for two Toronto men, 
who are presumed drowned, off Prince 
Edward County, near Black Creek. 
The two men, Robert Brisbane, 27, 
of Toronto and Victor Labrecque, 25, 
of Mississauga disappeared while fish- 
ing, and were last seen about 10p.m 
Friday. Their boat was found by 
the search and rescue helicopter from 
CFB Trenton about 50 feet from Waupoos 
Island. 


Jack Ellis, M.P. for Hastings, in 
reply to a statement by the Minister 
of Agriculture, was highly critical 
of the Dairy Policy for 1976/77.

In spite of the statement that the 
target price for industrial milk will in- 
crease, in actual fact, Mr. Ellis soid, 
the farmers in Hastings County will 

receive 47 cents per cwt less than they 
did last year. He said thaf the sub- 
idy remains at $2.55 but the levy will 
increase from 65 cents to $1 .35, which 
results in a lower income for farm- 
ers. 

"This could amound to a reduction 
of $2,000 to $3,000 annually for loc- 
al farmers. In addition there will be 
stringent quota controls and a penalty 
of $8.60 per cwt will be applied ag- 
ainst over-quota-production. This, 
he said means the farmers will rec- 
eive absolutely nothing for over pro- 
duction. "He has little choice but 
to cut his herd or to start feeding pigs." 

"In a world that is still starving, 
Mr. Ellis stated, " this is o criminal 
act.

Spray now for maple mites 


If you took a close look at your 
soft maple trees lost spring and early 
summer, you may have noticed red or 
green bumps on the leaves. 


This injury, coused by a spider mite 
known as the maple bladder gall mite, 
usually isn't so much damaging as it 
is unsightly, according to Ministry of 
Agricultre and Food horticulturist, R.A

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For value and keeping quality, 
Ontario topless carrots bagged in 
see-through film, in 2 or 3 pound 
sizes are a great buy at this time of 
year, according to food specialists 
at the Ontario Food Council, Min- 
istry of Agriculture and Food. 

The "teeny-weeny" carrots with 
their green tops on may look attractive 
at the produce counter, but they ore 
not your better buy right now. 

For about the same price you con 
buy a 2-pound cello bag of Ontario 
carrots or about 1-pound of imported 
carrots with green tops. This means 
that you get about twice the carrot 
if you buy "Ontario". Moreover, 
you can just pop the bagged carrots 
into the refrigerator and they'II last 
for up to 2 weeks. The imported 
bunched carrots wilt and shrivel 
quickly and have little flavour 
compared to the full flavour of the 
mature Ontario carrots. So, for

solve all the world's worries.

In 1970-71 
the cost of insured health services 
doubled from $1,230 million to 

$2,476 million. Assume the same 

level of costs and ignore the present 
rate of inflotion and by 1985 health 
care would cost $11 billion - cbout 

90 per cent of the total Ontario 

budget in 1976-77. That is unthinkoble 

A lot of explanations can be pro- 
vided for those ever-rising costs 
including: greater use of health ser- 
vices, greater population covered by 
OHIP, an expanding volume obmed- 
ical claims and the greater cost of 
hospital care. 

In the case of hospitals, service 
costs have risen 106 percent over 5 
years - from $794 million in 1970-71 
to $1,634 in 1975-76. These rising 
costs can be attributed to increased 
wages and salaries for nurses and 
hospital employees and to rising 
energy and food prices. Specific 
hospital unit costs have increased 
total spending from $105 to $198 over 
5 years. 

Just the opposite is true with res- 
pect to medical services. Over the 
post 5 years the total number of 
OHIP claims have risen from 32 million 
to 51 million. Placed on an individual 
basis it means one claim every two 
months instead of one claim every 
three months 5 years ago. 

Controlling health care costs does 
not simply mean reducing the number 
of surplus active treatment beds but 
includes placing constraints on hos- 
pital operating budgets, limiting 
capital financing, controlling the 
volume of laboratory tests and making 
mare efficient use of laboratories. 

The results will limit insured health 
care services to 12 per cent in the 
coming year as compored to the av- 
erage annual increase of 15 per cent 
for the past 5 years. 

Against this background our citizens 
can appreciate more fully the need to 
control health care costs and to 
continue OHIP premiums. Even with 
the increases new widened premium 


assisstance will provide for one out 

of every four Ontario residents poying 
less. For exomple, a family of four 
will save $132 where gross annual 
income falls below $8,225.

That the dump will be open ot all 
may be credited to the defeat of a mot- 
ion made by Councillor Fletcher Vick. 

He moved at the regular council 
meeting on Monday night, that due to 
the increase in the cost of operating 
the Deseronto dump, the site be temp- 
orarily closed on a trail basis. 

Council has not discussed the prob- 
lems faced by the dump with officials 
of the Ministry of the Environment dur- 
ing recent months, since it became app- 
rent that Ministry regulations would 
force a closing, or increased cost. 

The Ministry has insisted that each 
time a layer of garbage is deposited in 
the dump, it must be covered with a 
layer of soil. In addition burning of re- 
fuse is not permitted, without specific 
permission for each burning, from the 
Ministry. 

Thus, large omounts of burnable ma- 
erials, such as cardboard, brush and 
poper are accumulating and filling 
up the site. 

Councillor Marvin Brooks once more 
stated the feeling that the material being 
dumped did not all come from Deseronto. 

"| think there is more garbage from 
Richmond Township, Napanee, and the 
Tyendinaga Reserve than we suspect," 
he said. 


The suggestion was echoed by Reeve 
George Lyons who said that one of his 
employees taking material to the dump 
late Saturday had met aman who did 
not live in Deseronto who wished to use 
the dump. When told that the dump was 
a Deseronto dump only, the man, who 
had a half ton truck of garbage to un- 
load, said that he didn't want to go to 
the dump operated by Sutcliffe's because 
"it would cost a dollar." 


The Reeve said that he believed if 
burning wos carried out at the site, 
then the pressure would be relieved, 
extending the life of the dump. 


Present estimates for drawing in fill 
to cover garbage, and bulldozing it into 
place range between $135 and $200 per 
week, said Mayor Dickinson, or about 
$10,000 per year. 

"I'm not sure the townspeople realize 
that the cost is that high, or ore will- 
ing to pay that much," he said. 


Councillor Brooks said that he would 
not support closure of the dump site 
until the Ministry of Environment had 
been contacted, and the problems 
discussed with them, and until council 
had advertized to see if a new dump att- 
endant could be-found to operate the 
site.

He stressed the importance of an in- 
creased budget for 1976. 

Mayor Dickinson noted that the Coun- 
cil would be forced to answer for the con 
dition of the streets, while noting that 
construction of the new sewage system 
had caused some hardship , it was time 
to think of repairing the streets. 

He added that a Napanee official 
had told him that when street repairs 
were made at the west end of Napanee, 
(property owners had subsequently improv- 
ed the condition and appearance of their 
own buildings. 


Reeve Lyons said that while his 
feelings could be premature, the County 
Road Committee would be apportioning 
funds on Tuesday, and he was hopeful 
that Deseronto would be receiving 
special consideration «

The public inquiry will examine all 
personnel matters and police department 
activities which are deemed relevant 
to the situation. 


The chairman of the inquiry will be 
Elmer D. Bell of the Police Commission, 
assisted by Provincial Judge Thomas 
Graham, and Major General H.A. Spar- 
ling, also members of the Commission.

This year, in the counties of Prescott, 
Russell, Stormont, Dundas, Glengarry, 
Grenville, Leeds Lanark, Frontenac, Le- 
nnox and Addington, Hastings, North- 
umberland and the Regional Municipal 
ity of Ottawa-Carleton, the open season 
for pike and pickerel is May 8. Musky 
season opens June 19, and bass are legal, 
beginning June 26, 

In the Ottawa River, Lake St. Fran- 
iscand the St. Lawrence west of the Rob- 
ert Saunders hydro dam, pike ond pick 
erel season opens May 8, followed by the 
opening of bass and musky season, June 
19. 

In Prince Edward County, and the eas- 
tern half of Lake Ontario, pike and pick- 
erel season opens May 1, followed by 
Musky season June 5 ond Bass season June 
26. 

For more detailed information, anglers 
should pick up a copy of the summer 1976
